Galen lucceeded him abour {ix hundred years 
after, a man worthy of ctcrnall memory, who did illu- 
ſtrate Heppocrates with his kearned commentaries, and by 
adding of thoſe things, which were wanting, did perfect 
the arte In his workes are ſundric I reatiſes, corcerning 
Chirurgicall ſubje&s. The reſt of the Greeke writers fol- 
low him, as Pas/m*of Xgina, Artins, Atex. Trallianm, 
Oribaſire, eAilnarins and the reſt. Amongſt the Latines 
Celſms excelleth, who hath writren acurately of all Chi- 
rurgicall operations, whom all modern writers doc ex- 
ceedingly commend; as Fallopine de tureoribu preter ua- 
turam, cap.1. And Fabricius ab aqua pendente in ſundry pla- 
ces, and the reſt. Of ſome, who went before him, thus he 
writeth : (ib.6.c.1.

warme, Beſides theſe locall medicaments, weare tonſc 
C:pping-glafſes, ſomerimes withour {carification, if the

ious, ler ſearification be uſed. Friftions alſo are nor to be

choler : not ſo much becauſe ir ſurpaſſeth cicher phlegme 
or melancholie, whercot Oedema and Schirrus are bred, in

mon in accidents, to-wir, heatc and colour, 
' Bur before I enter into a particular diſcourſe ofan Ery- 
ſipclas, give mee leave to touch three points briefly, which 
will make all chings which I ſhall deliver, more plaine.

An Eryſipelas then isa hot Tumorprocecding from:moſt 
of choler, in thisdeſcription Tumor is the genx : for this 1s 
common to Eryfipelas with all other Tumors. In thar 
is ſaid co bee hor, ir differeth from Oedema and Schirrus : 
and whereas it is affirmed to proceed of moſt choler, itis 
diſtinguiſhed from all the reſt of the Tumors. 

But here it may bes. demanded, whether Eryſipelas bee 
cauſed of alimentarie, or of ſuperfluous choler : unto the 
which queſtion I anſwer, that it is ro bee thought that iris 
cauſed of the alimentarie choler, if it bee exquiſit : other- 
wiſe how could the yellow jaundiſe, and Eryfipelas ſo much

 Unnarural!l phlegme is that which cannot bee turned 
into aliment : of ir there are three kindes.

phlegme, 
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phlegme and bred in the ſtomacke by reaſon of the defeRt

If you boyle ſcordivm, myrtle berries, ſumach, red roſc 
flowers dried, calamint, wormcwood and penyroyall, in 
cquall quanritie of red aſtringent wine, vineger, tanners 
woolt and lime water adding toevery pint of the decoti- 
on ſtrained 3.drammesof allome,you fhall have an excellent 
medicament. You may apply alſo an unguent made of un- 
fAlaked lime, and old (wines greaſe. 

One thing is to be noted, rhat the Oedematous part is 
to be rubbed well with a cloth before the medicaments be 
applyed, that they may penetrate more cafely, 

It an Ocdema in the belly. according to Hippocrates after 60 
dayes tend to ſuppuration*: which corameth topaſfe becauſc 
the phlegme by long ftaying inthepart, Is altered by hear, 
and turned to quittour : rhenweareto haften ſuppurarion 
by the application of Diachylon cum gummic : then to 
openir, Thirdly to mundific it.”

veins, and arteries, the tacultie itſelte is ſtrangled and choa- 
ked, ſo thatit neither candirc&, nor help the naturall heat 
ro concurre with rhe meanes, to bee applicd for the dif- 
patching of this griefe. Secondly, this being a cold Tu- 
mor, and the naturall heat extremely weake, what hope 
can there bee, that it can at any time triumph over ſo great 
an infirmirtie. A Schirrus not exquikir, although it bee nor 
mortal], unleflc ir bee very grear, yetir hardly admitteth 
any cure, and by much dificultie. A Schirrus which isex= 
treme hard is altogether uncurable : for gentle means a- 
vaile nothing, and thoſe which are firong make it more

| The indications of curing are taken from three things, 
ro wit tne diet, internall medicaments andexternal! applica= 
tions. As for phicbotomie ir is here fruitles, becauſe the hu- 
mor is cold, unlesthe veins be very full.rhe blood black, and 
age and ſtrength confpire : for then it is expedient, for fo 
the humors in the mafle of blood will bee more fluxible; 
and rhe quantirie being diminiſhed, the naturall hear will 
the more caſclie rule the reſidue, It a Schirrus bee cauſed 
zn a man by reaſon of the hemorrhods ſtopped, then the lee 
ches are to bee applied, if in a woman by reaſon of the men- 
{trues ſnppreſt, rhen Saphena is to bee opened, 
| As 
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As for the dict then, the meat muſt bee of calle digeſtion, 
moiſtning, and affording athia juyce :ſuch are Chickeng, 
young Pigeons and monnraine fowle, Lamb, Veale, young 
Pullers and Cockrells,fed Rabbers, poched Egs, aſparagus 
aller, Spinage, Burrage, Purſclaine : bread of good whear 
not too much leavencd is convenient, let the drinke bee 
ſmall white wine, or reaſonable ſtrong becere well boyled, 
clcere, and neither too old, nor roo new, good Syder alf5 
with Roſemarie, Burrage, Buglofſe burned, and Swuperis 
good. Meats which afford a grofſe juyce are to be ſhun- 
ned, as old becfe, all mears dried in the ſmoake, veniſon, 
$£(h living in muddic waters, all ſalt meats, courſe bread: 
the immoderate uſe of v:neger is hurtfull: apple tarts, and 
_ warden and peare pyes baked with Fennill-ſeeds and An- 
niſc-ſceds will ſerve in ſtead of other ſweet meats. Ler 
the habitation of rhe diſeaſed partic bee in a.pure, hot and 
moiſt aire ; too much ſleepe, idlenefſce, griefe and penſive- 
nefſc arc ro bee ſhunned. As for internall medicaments, 
they ought to purge melanchaly, and thick and glutinous 
phlegme : bur both of theſe are to bee prepared before 
they bee evacuate. Thoſe medicanients which prepare 
melancholie ought to attenuate or make thin, and moiſten: 
ſach are the ſyrups of the juyce of Burrage, Bugloſſe, the 
ſyiups of Fumirerry, Hops, and Apples, with the deco- 
tion of Balme, Harts-rongue, Scoiopendria, Tamariske, 
andſichlike. Thoſe medicaments which prepare phlegme 
ought ro bee of an attenuating, and mundifying qualirie, 
as the {ſyrup otIſope, of Beronie, of Stechas, Oxymel, and 
Melroſicum in the decoction of Calamint, Hore-hound, 
Penny-royall, and fuch like, The humors being preparcd, 
then they are to bee purged : melancholy is ro bee purged ' 
with confe&tio Hamech, EleQvarium,Indum, pils de lapi- 
de Jazuli, the extra of black Ellebor, Ele&uarium leniri- 
vim, and the like, which may bee miniſtred in the infuſion 
of Sena-leaves and Polypodie. Phlegme is ro bee purged 


with Diaphenicum, Diacarthamum, Hiera Pachii, Pilulz

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& agarice, et hermodatiils, dietwrbith and the like. The 


eleuaries are to be miniſtred in a decoCtion of thoſe fim- 
ples which prehre phlegme, | 

_ Onethingisto be norcd, that nothing is more effefuall 
in diſcuſſing theſe ſchirroſities, than the continuall raking 
of rhe decuction of ſarſe parilla, anc gaajack in ſtead of 0- 
ther drink, uling a convenient dier, .and procuring everic 
other morning (weating : for /1g-#mvite warmerth,and ſerſs 
difſolveth rhe hardneffe : it ir performe this in nodes, whicht 
are farie harder than any Schirrus poſſibly can be ; why 
ſhould it not pertorme this office in a Schirrus ? 

Here it 15 no wonder it few be cured: for ſindrie are im- 
patient if their expectation be nor ſpeedily anſwered,and 
beſides this, they are unwilling to gaine the lofle of their 
healch by torgoiag their ſenſualicieand pleaſare, being veu- 


tris macxcipia ; more caretull of their taſt than health, 


Bur time calleth us ro ſpeak of exrernall applications, 


which are fit to beuſed inthecure of a ſchirrus. In theſe 


you are to conſider rhree things, their facultics, their dit- 
ferences, and the right uſe of them. As for the faculties then 


of the locall medicainenrs they ought to be diſcuſſing and 


ſoftning, emollientis and drſcxtientia. Repelling medica- 
ments are not to be uſed, becauſe the humor is thick, and 
hard, and ſo unapr to motion... - 

Ot emollicnt medicamentsthere are foure d:grees: in the 
ficſt are thoſe which are gentleſt ; ſuch are mans greaſe,

Ir is an undoubred truth, rhar the firſt 
man that loſt his life was £bel, and that by wounds; fo 
that by all likelihood, men brft of all bent their wirs to finde 


out meanes to cure hurts reccived by externallviolence: for 


the neerer they livedto the creation , rhe more pure their 
bodies were, no hereditary diſeaſes being left by parents, 


if you except mortality hy reaſon of old age, which no man 


could eſcape by reaſon of the ſentence ot death pronounced 
for the linne of diſobedicace againſt Adam and his poſteri- 
ty by Guds owne mouth: and fo being lictle troubled with 
cither inward griefes, or outward ſores, they troubled not 
themſelves about rhe invention of medicaments to cure 
theſe; (o that by the right of time, the treating of wounds 
ought ro precede the handling of ulcers. Nevertheleffe, in 
our times my opinion is, that the diſcourſe or ulcers,for ſun- 
dry reaſons, ought ro goe before. For f:{t of all, an ulcer 
doth proceed from an inward Humor corruding , but a 
wound from an outward inſtrument dividing: (o. that a filly 
Ermpirick,yea a doting old woman,may go about the curing 
of wounds in fleſhic parts, and compaſle it ; but to the cura- 
tion of ulcers, the knowledge of Humors, and the confticu- 
tion of the bodies affected are required, which require a 
man well verſed in that part of Phyſicke called Phyfiologia. 
Secondly, greater variety of medicaments is required in the 
curing of ulcers, than there is in the curing of wounds & ſo

the other. Thirdly,greater eſtimation doth acrew unto thoſe

ſes, and ſfceing we perceive diſcaſes to be cauſed of vitious hu- 
morsabounding, and theſe being expelled the griete ro 
vanih, I ſce no reaſon why theſe humors may not be ac- 
counted the true cauſes of griefes; and that ir is a mcere 
folly, and an affeQion of novelty,to baprize theft by names 
of minerals farre fetched as to call that which in fevers is 
caſt up by vormit, rather ſulphure than choler. Beſides this, 
the Chymiſts are injurious to dogmaticall Phyficians, inla- 

- bouring toperſwade men that rhey by the name of a hu- 
mor underſtand nothing elſe, bur a wateriſh ſubſtance void

rhough incarnation be the effet of nature principally, that 


is,. of the temperature of the part, from whence rhe faculry 
of the part, rhe cauſe of all the ordinare ations of the parr 
do flow: yer it is requiſite that the Phyfacian & Chirurgeon 
ſhould help nature now, being weakened by the griete, by 
removing the impediments and lets. which hinder the na- 
turall conſtitution of the part. Nature when ſhee is in her 
vigour. cannot totally convert the aliments into the fub= 
ſtance of the ſolid parts, but after ſhe hath had a care of rhe 


_ preſervation of them, hath atask rocxpell both a wateriſh 


or thin, and a thick excrement by the pores of the'skin to 
rhe outward ſuperficiesof it, (as is manifeſt itr the mor- 
phew, ) when ſhe is diſabled by a ſfoluxion of unirie, much 
Icfle can ſhe efteCt her purpoſe, where of rhe thin excrement 
a humid ulcer is procured, burof the thick a ſordid.

he naturall Gale of rhe Balfame, or radicall moyſture of the 
body : that this Gltiz cooling and anodine, the FRONT 
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of Phyſick doe beare witneſſe : for in burning feers it is 
added to Juleps, which are appointed for cooling, and aſ- 
fwaging of paine under the name of Sat prieſie s It doth 
alſo, by reaſon of its tipricicie unice rhe ſpirits, and ſtay rhe 
immoderare cxhalation of them, 

T he {ignes are taken cither from the eſſence of a Fiſtula, 
or from rhe accidents. Calloſitic then with a Fiftula, or 
whiſtle-like figure, is the pathognomonicall figne of a Fi 
ſtula. The ſignes raken from the accidents are two-fold: 
for they are taken either from the quitrour, or the manner 
of paine., In a Fiftula the quictour is ever virulenr,ugly and 
flinking ; as for the manner of paine iris but ſmall, unlefle 
ir beby reaſon of rhe ſenſiblencfle of the parts named by 
me beforc. 


| Asforthe differences, or divers kindes of Fiſtula's, F witl 


onely ſet downe thoſe, which further either curarion, or 
prediftion. Let this then bee the ficlt difference : Fiftula's 
cither goe ſhallowly alongſt under rhe skin, or they paſſe 
deeper to the ſubjacent parts. Secondly, Fiftula's end ci.

obſerved from his conſtant to his decrepit age. They advyiſc 
moderation both in meat and drinke. Paticats now adaycs 
would thinke themſelves hardly dealt with, if they ſhould 
be {tinted cyeric day to cat no more bread and meat than a 
pound,and to drinke no more drink than fourteene ounces. 
It is an eaſter matter to farisfic nature, than rheappetite.

corrupt humor, forthe breeding of more. 

I wonder that even great Aurhors make mention of 
che application of the aCtuall canrery in this caſe : they 
might bee borne withall, if theſe ulcers- were plaine, and 
ſhallow ; for ſo the ſuperfluous humidity might be dryed, 
apd putrefattion removed : bur they with an unanimous
